NOTICES  REGARDING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  SPECIAL  LABELS. 

Permission  has  been  granted  to  the  Standard  Label  Co..  Washington,  D.  C,  to 
supply  labels  for  marking  meat  and  meat-food  products  at  official  establishments 
where  the  management  desires  to  use  such  labels  in  lieu  of  bureau  and  house  brands. 
All  orders  for  these  labels  shall  be  made  by  the  official  establishments  directly  on  the 
manufacturer,  who  will  forward  samples  to  the  bureau  for  approval,  and  if  they  are 
in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  bureau  copies  thereof  will  be  transmitted 
to  the  inspector  in  charge.  Labels  will  be  shipped  by  the  manufacturer  directly  to 
the  inspector  in  charge,  who  shall  retain  them  in  his  possession  and  supply  them  to 
the  establishment  as  needed.  Settlement  for  the  labels  will  be  made  by  official 
establishments  directly  with  the  manufacturer.  Whenever  these  labels  are  received 
for  use  at  an  official  establishment,  samples  should  be  forwarded  to  the  bureau  by  the 
inspector  in  charge,  and  he  should  report  from  time  to  time  as  to  their  efficiency. 

SUPPOSED  TUBERCULOSIS  AND  ACTINOMYCOSIS  IN  SHEEP. 

Lesions  of  all  sheep  carcasses  considered  to  be  affected  with  tuberculosis  or  actinomy- 
cosis should  be  forwarded  to  the  Pathological  Division  of  this  bureau,  Washington, 
D.  C,  for  further  examination. 

MEAT  TRIMMINGS. 

Referring  to  regulation  27,  section  3.  paragraph  4,  of  B.  A.  I.  Order  211,  meat  trim- 
mings in  pieces  which  do  not  approximate  4  pounds  in  weight  shall  be  considered  as 
being  too  small  to  permit  of  adequate  inspection.  This  applies  only  to  trimmings 
and  not  to  organs  and  parts  of  carcasses,  such  as  kidneys,  hearts,  feet,  tails,  etc..  which, 
in  their  entirety,  weigh  less  than  4  pounds. 

ESTABLISHMENT  NUMBERS  EMBOSSED  ON  TIN  CONTAINERS. 

Referring  to  paragraph  4,  section  2,  regulation  17,  B.A.I.  Order  211,  providing  that 
all  sealed  tin  containers  of  inspected  and  passed  meat  and  product  filled  in  official 
establishments  shall  have  embossed  thereon  the  number  of  that  establishment,  it  will 
be  required  that  the  number  be  immediately  preceded  by  the  abbreviation  "Estab." 

It  has  been  observed  that  in  some  instances  the  establishment  number  has  been 
applied  with  hammer  and  die  instead  of  being  embossed.     This  method  is  unsatis- 
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factory,  inasmuch  as  the  legibility  of  the  mark  depends  largely  on  the  position  in 
which  the  die  is  held  at  the  time  the  blow  is  struck.  It  will  therefore  be  necessary 
that  the  statement  be  properly  embossed  in  the  true  sense  of  the  term  in  order  to  insure 
uniformity.  When  properly  applied,  the  statement  will  appear  in  raised  lettering 
when  viewed  from  the  outside  of  the  container.

SERUM  LAW. 


The  Northwestern  Hog  Cholera  Serum  Manufacturing  Co.  was  fined  $15  for  violating 
the  law  governing  the  manufacture,  etc.,  of  viruses,  serums,  etc.,  for  the  treatment  of 
domestic  animals  (37  Stat.,  832),  the  offense  consisting  in  the  interstate  shipment  of 
anti-hog-cholera  serum  without  a  license. 


METHOD  OF  COMPUTING  SALARIES. 

Recent  decisions  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  require  that  hereafter  salaries 
for  the  months  of  February  and  for  months  containing  31  days  be  computed  as  follows: 

February. 

An  employee  who  works  on  the  28th  day  of  February,  or  is  on  annual  or  sick  leave 
in  a  pay  status  on  that  date,  shall  be  paid  three-thirtieths  of  his  monthly  installment 
therefor.  Conversely,  an  employee  who  is  absent  from  duty  in  a  nonpay  status  on. 
February  28  shall  have  three-thirtieths  of  his  monthly  installment  deducted  therefor. 

Examples:  An  employee  entering  the  service  and  working  on  February  28  is  entitled 
to  three-thirtieths  of  his  monthly  installment  of  salary;  entering  the  service  on  Feb- 
ruary 10  and  working  full  time  to  and  including  the  28th,  he  is  entitled  to  twenty-one 
thirtieths  of  his  monthly  installment;  working  from  February  1  to  27,  inclusive,  and 
absent  without  pay  on  the  28th,  he  is  entitled  only  to  twenty -seven  thirtieths  of  his 
installment;  working  every  day  in  the  month,  excepting,  say,  February  1  and  8,  he  is 
entitled  to  twenty-eight  thirtieths  of  his  monthly  installment. 

Thirty-one-day  months. 

An  employee  entering  the  service  during  a  31-day  month  and  serving  every  working 
day  until  the  end  thereof,  including  the  31st,  shall  be  paid  from  the  date  of  entry  to 
the  30th,  inclusive. 

If  an  employee  is  absent  from  duty  in  a  nonpay  status  on  the  31st  day  of  any  31-day 
month,  one-thirtieth  of  his  month  by  installment  of  salary  must  be  deducted,  but  if  he 
is  absent  on  one  or  more  days  prior  to  the  31st  and  on  the  31st  also;  the  31st  is  to  be 
disregarded  in  computing  the  amount  of  salary  due  him. 

Examples:  An  employee  at  $900  per  annum,  working  from  January  1  to  30,  inclusive, 
and  absent  from  duty  in  a  nonpay  status  on  the  31st,  can  be  paid  only  twenty-nine 
thirtieths  of  his  monthly  installment  of  salary,  or  $72.50;  but  should  he  be  absent  in 
a  nonpay  status  on  January  5  and  31,  the  31st  is  to  be  disregarded,  and  pay  for  one 
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day  only  (January  5)  deducted  from  his  monthly  installment,  which  would  leave 
$72.50  to  be  paid  him. 

An  employee  at  $900  per  annum  entering  the  service  January  16,  who  is  absent  from 
duty  on  January  31  can  be  paid  only  fourteen-thirtieths  of  his  monthly  installment 
($35)  for  the  15  days'  service  rendered.  Should  he  be  absent  from  duty  January  28 
and  31  he  can  be  paid  the  same  amount  ($35)  for  the  14  days'  service  rendered. 


DANGEROUS  SUBSTANCES  MUST  NOT  BE  MAILED. 

It  is  reported  by  the  Post  Office  Department  that  recently  a  package  containing 
carbolic  acid,  sent  by  this  bureau,  was  found  broken  in  the  mails.  The  attention  of 
bureau  employees  is  called  to  section  472  of  the  Postal  Laws  and  Regulations,  which 
reads  as  follows: 

All  kinds  of  poison,  and  all  articles  and  compositions  containing  poison,  and  all 
poisonous  animals,  insects,  and  reptiles,  and  explosives  of  all  kinds,  and  inflammable 
materials,  and  infernal  machines,  and  mechanical,  chemical,  or  other  devices  or  com- 
positions which  may  ignite  or  explode,  and  all  disease  germs  or  scabs,  and  all  other 
natural  or  artificial  articles,  compositions,  or  materials  of  whatever  kind  which  may 
kill,  or  in  any  wise  hurt,  harm,  or  injure  another,  or  damage,  deface,  or  otherwise 
injure  the  mails  or  other  property,  whether  sealed  as  first-class  matter  or  not,  are 
hereby  declared  to  be  nonmailable  matter,  and  shall  not  be  conveyed  in  the  mails 
or  delivered  from  any  post  office  or  station  thereof,  nor  by  any  letter  carrier;  but  the 
Postmaster  General  may  permit  the  transmission  in  the  mails  under  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  he  shall  prescribe  as  to  preparation  and  packing  of  any  articles  herein- 
before described  which  are  not  outwardly  or  of  their  own  force  dangerous  or  injurious 
to  life,  health,  or, property:  Provided,  That  all  spirituous,  vinous,  malted,  fermented, 
or  other  intoxicating  liquors  of  any  kind  are  hereby  declared  to  be  nonmailable  and 
shall  not  be  deposited  in  or  carried  through  the  mails.  Whoever  shall  knowingly 
deposit  or  cause  to  be  deposited  for  mailing  or  delivery,  or  shall  knowingly  cause  to 
be  delivered  by  mail  according  to  the  direction  thereon,  or  at  any  place  at  which  it 
is  directed  to  be  delivered  by  the  person  to  whom  it  is  addressed,  anything  declared 
by  this  section  to  be  nonmailable,  unless  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations 
hereby  authorized  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Postmaster  General,  shall  be  fined  not 
more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  two  years,  or  both ;  and 
whoever  shall  knowingly  deposit  or  cause  to  be  deposited  for  mailing  or  delivery,  or 
shall  knowingly  cause  to  be  delivered  by  mail  according  to  the  direction  thereon,  or 
at  any  place  to  which  it  is  directed  to  be  delivered  by  the  person  to  whom  it  is  ad- 
dressed, anything  declared  by  this  section  to  be  nonmailable,  whether  transmitted  in 
accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  authorized  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Post- 
master General  or  not,  with  the  design,  intent,  or  purpose  to  kill,  or  in  any  wise  hurt, 
harm,  or  injure  another,  or  damage,  deface,  or  otherwise  injure  the  mails  or  other 
property,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  five  thousand  dollars,  or  imprisoned  not  more 
than  ten  years,  or  both. 

2.  Spirituous,  vinous,  malted,  fermented,  or  other  intoxicating  liquors  of  any  kind, 
poisons  of  every  kind,  and  articles  and  compositions  containing  poison  (except  as 
prescribed  in  the  fourth  paragraph  hereof)  and  poisonous  animals,  insects,  and  rep- 
tiles, and  explosives  of  every  kind,  and  inflammable  materials  (including  matches, 
gasoline,  naphtha,  benzine,  denatured  alcohol,  and  all  liquids  having  a  flash  point 
at  or  below  80°  F.),  and  infernal  machines,  and  mechanical,  chemical,  or  other  de- 
vices or  compositions  which  may  ignite  or  explode,  and  disease  germs  or  scabs  (ex- 
cept as  prescribed  in  sec.  473),  and  other  natural  or  artificial  articles,  compositions, 
or  materials  of  whatever  kind  which  may  kill,  or  in  any  wise  hurt,  harm,  or  injure 
another,  or  damage,  deface,  or  otherwise  injure  the  mail  or  other  property,  live  ani- 
mals, raw  hides  or  pelts,  guano,  or  any  article  exhaling  bad  odor,  whether  sealed  as 
first-class  matter  or  not,  shall  not  be  admitted  to  the  mails. 

3.  Liquids  not  spirituous,  vinous,  malted,  fermented,  or  otherwise  intoxicating 
(including  samples  of  altar  or  communion  wine  used  in  church  services),  and  not  liable 
to  explosion  or  spontaneous  combustion  or  ignition  by  shock  or  jar,  and  not  inflam- 
mable, fruits  or  vegetable  matter  liable  to  decomposition,  comb  -honey,  soft  soap, 
pastes  or  confections,  ointments,  salves,  and  articles  of  similar  consistency,  shall  be 
admitted  to  the  mails  for  transmission  in  the  domestic  mails  when  inclosed  in  pack- 
ages in  conformity  with  the  conditions  prescribed  in  sections  474  and  475. 

4.  Medicines  and  anesthetic  agents  which  are  not  outwardly  or  of  their  own  force 
dangerous  or  injurious  to  life,  health,  or  property,  and  not  in  themselves  unmailable 
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(see  sees.  454  and  480),  may  be  admitted  to  the  mails  for  transmission  in  the  domestic 
mails  when  inclosed  in  packages  in  conformity  with  the  conditions  prescribed  in  sec- 
tion 474:  Provided,  That  the  terms  "medicines"  and  "anesthetic  agents"  shall  not 
be  construed  to  mean  poisons:  Provided further ,  That  the  article  mailed  bears  the  label 
or  superscription  of  the  manufacturer  thereof,  or  dealer  therein,  or  of  the  licensed 
physician,  surgeon,  dentist,  or  veterinarian  preparing  or  prescribing  the  same. 

From  the  foregoing  it  will  be  seen  that  carbolic  acid  is  not  admissible  to  the  mails  under 
any  conditions,  and  it  is  desired  that  all  employees  be  very  careful  to  comply  with  the 
Postal  Laws  and  Regulations  in  forwarding  materials  through  the  mails. 


CLASSIFICATION    OF    EXPENSES    INCIDENTAL    TO    FOOT-AND-MOUTH 

DISEASE  WORK. 

All  expenses.incurred  in  connection  with  the  eradication  of  foot-and-mouth  disease 
should  be  charged  against  project  symbol  3  K  12.  When  preparing  T-15  and  other 
reports  of  this  kind,  care  should  be  taken  not  to  confuse  such  expenses  with  those 
heretofore  charged  against  supervising  interstate  transportation  of  live  stock,  project 
symbol  3  K  2.  In  case  of  doubt  as  to  what  particular  project  an  expense  is  properly 
chargeable  against,  the  matter  should  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Washington 
office  for  instructions. 


REIMBURSEMENT   OF   EXPENSES   FOR    OFFICIAL   TELEGRAMS. 

Where  the  bureau  work  is  conducted  in  cooperation  with  other  departments  and  it 
is  necessary  to  use  the  telegraph  for  this  purpose,  such  expenses  will,  be  reimbursed 
employees  if  the  messages  are  sent  them  "collect."  A  notation  should  be  entered 
on  the  message  by  the  sender  to  show  that  it  is  official  business  of  this  department,  as 
reimbursement  therefor  will  be  made  at  the  regular  Government  rates.  An  example 
of  this  kind  would  be  where  a  representative  of  the  customs  service  sends  a  message 
to  a  bureau  inspector  advising  the  latter  relative  to  the  probable  time  of  arrival  of  a 
consignment  of  imported  meats. 

PUBLICATIONS  IN  DECEMBER. 

[The  Bureau  keeps  no  mailing  list  for  sending  publications  to  individual  employees,  but  publications 
are  sent  in  bulk  to  inspectors  in  charge  for  distribution  to  members  of  their  forces.  The  number  of  copies 
varies  with  the  subject  or  nature  of  the  publication  and  the  number  and  class  of  employees.  For  example, 
in  the  case  of  a  publication  on  a  veterinary  subject,  sufficient  copies  are  sent  for  the  veterinarians.  Inspec- 
tors in  charge  will  use  their  judgment  and  distribute  publications  to  best  advantage.  Additional  copies 
will  be  furnished  on  request  so  far  as  possible.]
